Eminent Writers Believe That There Are Forces Outside Of Our

In one of his illuminating articles 
fn Land and Water, Mr. Arthur Pol- 
len has recently shown what the Ger- 
mans might and could have done in 
crippling our fleet when it was re- 
viewed by the King near Portsmouth 
in 1914, just before the war broke 
out. But the Germang nefer  con- 
templated the likelinood or even the 
possibility of Brithin entering the 
strife. Mr, Pollen remarks that 
though they have shown themselves 
al! through these three years greatly 
daring, yet they dared just too little 
at the outset, and that, though they 
lave proved themselves to be dia- 
bolically wicked, they were not wick- 
ed enough to win, If at that moment 
they knew, as they did, that war was 
inevitable, they ought, Mr. Pollen 
argues, to have risked the possibility 
of Britain coming in, and to have re- 
yietwbered that first of all. If only 
their foresight had been equab to 
their subsequent want of scruple they 
could have done Britain immense 
damage, and delayed action by our 
fleet for at least six months, The 
Germans have thus given an example 
of childish folly hand in hand with 
ntrocitrious wickedness and cunning. 
li is no wonder that Mr, Pollen 
quotes some striking words of the 
great jurist, Sir Vrederick Pollock, 
words which deserve to be  perma- 
nentty remembered: “The Germans 
will go down in history as people 
vho foresaw everything except what 
actually happened, and calculated ev- 
erything except its cost to thein- 
selves.” 

There is nothing more remarkable 
than the series of German miscalcu- 
lations. Not only did they assume 
that Britain would not intervene, 
they reckoned on Trish discontent, 
the independence of the various parts 
of the British empire, and a sudden 
attack on ce through Belgium 
hefore Ruvsia could be ready, Then 
in the war itscli, some most impres- 
sive and significant instances have 
occurred, It is well known that at 
the Marne everything indicated that 
the worst would happen, and, if ru- 
mor be correct, this was believed} 
even by our high command, and nob 
ly faced. Yet suddenly everything 
was changed, the retreat was arrest- 
ed, and “the miracle of the Marne” 
well-recognized phrase.

Defeat May Make 
The Germans Revolt 


Big Entente Victory Would Have 
Great Effect, Says Author 
of J’Accuse 


A sweeping victory by the Fntente 
Allies, sufficient in its effect to rouse 
the German people to a realization 
that they have been deceived, is the 
only thing that will bring about a 
revolution and the overthrow of the 
Hohenzollerns, according to Profes- 
sor Herman Fernau, a German journ 
alist and author of J’Accuse, a pam- 
phlet published in Switzerland at the 
peerEOne of the war and suppressed 
by the Swiss government. Fernau, 
now a political refugee in Switzer- 
and, is quoted in an interview ob- 
tained by the Switzerland correspon 
dent of the Russky Slovo. 

“I consider a revolution in Ger- 
tuany possible only in event of a 
sweeping military victory by the Al 
lics,” Kernan is quoted as saying. 
“The fortress of the Hohenzollerns 
is impregnable in appearance only, 
and it may tumble to pieces at an tn- 
expected moment. Germany has been 
deceived by a continuity of official 


lies since the beginning of the war 
when the German government an- 
nounced a Drench airplane raid on 


Nuremberg and that Russian troops 
had violated the irontier. 

“Later on, the Socialists learned 
that they had been deceived, but had 
not the courage to change their atti- 
tude. Lhe Socialist party in Ger- 
many, moreover, is a big capitalistic 
business. They have 25,000,000 marks 
invested in various enterprises. 

“On Atigust 2, 1914, Chancellor 
yon Bethmann-Hollweg called all the 
Socialist eladers in Germany into 
conference and he told them biuntly 
‘either you will be with us or we 
shall destroy your organizations.’ 
The Socialists decided to support 
the government and continue their 
business. 

“There is no doubt,” the interview 
continues, “but that the repression in 
Germany of any popular movement 
will be attended by terrible results, 
and a revolution will be the bloodiest 
that the world has ever witnessed.” 


Royal Flying Corps 


American Flyers are Now Training 
at Toronto 


One hhutidred American flight ca 
dets are now in training with the 
Koyal Flying Corps at Toronto, the 
squad being on parade daily on the 
University campus where their dis- 
tinctive uniform attracts much at 
tention. The Americans are taking 
their training under Britisl officers. 
The American government will bear 
the expense of providing the aero- 
planes and aerodromes and of look 
ing after their men while they are in 
Canada. 

This is but preliminary to a vast 
amount of work which the Can 
branch of the Imperial Royal Fly 
Corps purposes to do for the Ameri 
can government, as, uccording to re 
ciprocal arrangements completed be 
tween the American and British au- 
thorities, the Canadian branch will} 
provide the training facilities in the 
summer, while the United _ States 
will provide the training during the 
winter period, when it is impossible 
to teach flying in Canada, 

Present arrangements provide for 
the handling of a hundred American 
air students x omamth, In return for 
this Canadian students will go to 
American points next winter,  Cali-

That 
same afternoon a friend of mine who 
lives in an apartment house told me 
that the janitor there would bring 
tidbits to her dog which he gathered 
from the eden 3 eans in the house 
and that he frequently found whole 
loaves of bread thrown away. The 
contrast was so appalling that it 
made me realize most vividly the 
necessity for reform, 

“There is another thing,” said Mrs. 
Baker finally, “and that is the neces- 
sity for training and interesting ser- 
vauts. It is possible for me to doa 
great deal because 1 have an intelli 
gent cook who is glad to act with 
me in the matter. Friends of mine 
tell me, however, that they can cut 
down in their own diet but find it 
impossible to make their servants ac 
cept any change.

Result of Stockholm Conterence Not 
What Germany Expected 


Germany's expectations of getting 
advantage of any kind fron? the con- 
ference of Socialists in Stockholm 
are suffering—or have  suffered—the 
fate that has befallen so many. other 
hopes of hers, She sent there her 
own hand-picked and careiully les- 
soned members of the party she de- 
tests and fears with such good rea 
son, but they have accomplished less 
tan nothing for her. All of their 
contentions as to her cause have been 
disputed, and most of them have 
been denied, by the other delegates, 
aud now the Seandanavian repre 
sentatives have united in proclaim- 
ing that, though they want a peace 
which shall be without annexations 
cy indemnities, they do not mean by 
those words what Germany means, 
but something quite different and 
practically indistinguishable from the 
o} posite of her definitions. 

Ihey say that “no annexations,” 
as they understand ‘the phrase, is a 
demand that will not be violated by 
the re-arrangement of frontiers, ex 
cept when foreign rule is imposed 
against the will of the resident popu 
lation, as it was in the case of Al 
sace and Lorraine! And when they 
say “no indemnities,” they have in 
mind, not due reparation for wrong 
ful destruction done, but exactions 
of money like that of Germany trom 
France after the war of '70 and like 
her ruthless fining of Belgiuin and 
the Belgian cities. 

And it was to 
hieresies like these 
sentiment exactly like thos« 
the never-to-be-sufliciently 
hated Allies, the open foes of saered 
Germany, that she encouraged the 
holding of the Stockholm conference!

Germans Try to Break It But Their 
Efforts Are Futile 


_Actoss the eastern mouth of the 
English Channel there still stretches 
the great barrier, which {s one of the 
principle defences of the Allies’ vi- 
tal channel} traffic against the visit of 
the German submarine, 

_ The “barrage,” they call the bar- 
tier, in naval phrase. It consists tn 
general terms of a sérics of “ob- 
structions” stretched from huge steel 
buoys, shore to shore twenty-odd 
miles. Any eraft which strikes one’ 
of these obstructions straightway ex- 
plodes a group of imines which spell 
finis to the intruder. 

A whole ficet of naval shipping ir 


constantly engaged in maintaining 
and patrolling the great barrier. Its 
existence is no secret to the Ger- 


mans, for they are constantly \send- 
ing over airplanes to chart the buoys 
and mark any changes that may have 
been made since their last visit. And| 
changes are constantly cbing made. 

Here and there along the line are! 
secret openings through which naval} 
pilote may guide legitimate craft on 
their way, but these openings are 
frequently altered, and not even the 
airplane eyes of the German can tell 
which buoy marks safe passage and 
which marks destruction. If his 
minelaying submarines wish to en- 
ter the channel they must take their 
chances. They must cross submerg- 
ed, for thie patrol boats are on con- 
stant duty, and if they escape the 
traps, while submerge, it can only 
be said that another niracle has hap 
pened. 

Such miracles seldom happen. 
Sometimes twice a week, sometimes 
oftener, explosions are heard at night 
from the great barrier, indicating 
that “something” has touched off a 
group of mines. Tinmediately the 
patrols hurry off in the direction of 
the explosion, What they find there 
is a well-kept secret. 

Recently the Germans tried a new 
plan to break the barricr. They sent 
over three seaplanes with orders to 
descend low over the great barrier, 
at any risk, and shoot the machine 
guns into the buoys, thas sinking 


the patrol boats were on hand, and} 


two of three seaplanes never return 
ed to their Gerinan home.

Departments of Agriculture In 


The Three Western Provinces 


Promoting The Interests Of The Farmers Through Providing 
Better Marketing Facilities*And Demonstration Work 


The chief soifrce of wealth wf the] 
Western Provinces of Canada lying 
in their agricultural possibilities, it| 
is not surprising that considerable; 
efforts are made to assist and #du- 
cate the farmer in the best methods! 
of farming and disposing oi his pro-| 
duce. The Saskatchewan govern-} 
ment, through its department of ag- 
riculture, has shown much activity 
in this respect. This department was 
inaugurated in 1897, and its history,| 
together with an account of what it} 
is accomplishing at the present time,! 
is interesting; incidentally, it also, 
reflects the agricultural progress of| 
the province, which in many re- 
spects is most remarkable. 

In 1898 the entire staff of the de- 
partment consisted of twenty-five 
employees; in Mareh, 1917, the staff 


had been increased to seventy, not- 
withstanding the fact that the de- 
partment has been relieved of a 


great part of its original work by the 


creation of other departinents. The} 
number of farins in the whole of 
the North West Territories, includ 


ing Alberta and Saskatchewan, in 
1898, was 8346; in 1911 they had 

sed to 119,934 in Saskatchewan | 
alone. Many more have been added 
to this number since. ‘The first es-{ 
timate of crop production was made 
by the department to cover the har- 
vest of 1899, wheir the wheat vield 
was given as 6,439,183 for the Terri 
tories; in 1916 the yield in Saskar- 
chewan alone was 123,448,000) bush-| 
els, while in 1915 it was 243,481,000) 
bushels, |

methods to those whom it would 
otherwise have been diffienlt to 
teach, Agricultural education in the 
primary schools has been iurthered 
by the encouragement of schoo) gar- 
dens, assistance at fairs, and the 
provision of seeds for school gar-| 
dens at the lowest possible cost

The Town Council 


A special meeting of the Town 
Council was held on Tuesday 
evening in the Town Hall for the 
purpose of fixing the tax rate for 
the year. Those presenc were 
Mayor Lambert, Councillors Brown 
Butler and zerkle; the Secretary, 
G. H, Hill; and the Town Solicitor 
T. M. Wears. 

The School rate was first taken 
up and after considerable discussion 
it was decided to fix the rate as 
follows: Town, 36 mills, Rural, 8. 

The estimates of the various 
committees were then read as 
follows:— Finance, $1945; Public 
Works, $1006; Police, $g90; Fire 
and Light, $1000; Health, $100. 

The reading of these figures was 
the signal for the Council to start 
sharpening their pruning knives, 
and having done so, they proceeded 
to trim off some of the corners in 
one or two of the departments. 
The Public Works, Finance and 
Fire and Light were respectively 
gone into and reductions were 
made in all three, The rate for the

Knowledge of first-aid to the 
injured is of immense value to any 
citizen in every day life. Accidents 
are constantly occurriag on the 
railroad, in the factory, on the 
streets of our cities and on the farm. 
No one is immune from them. 
Many lives are saved each year 
throughout the land by the prompt 
administration of first-aid. In war 
this knowledge of first-aid is of 
inestimable value, and in the present 
gigantic struggle in Europe, hun- 
dreds of our soldiers’ lives are 
saved every week through its 
agency. An opportunity to become 
familiar with this most useful and 
necessary subject is offered to all 
men between the ages of nineteen 
and forty-eight, who are physically 
fit, by joining the Canadian Army 
Medical Corps, that branch of the 
Canadian Overseas Expeditionary 
Forces which renders first aid to 
our soldiers wounded on the Field. 
Men lying in ‘*No Man’s Land,” 
badly wounded and totally incapac- 
itated, are dependent on their com- 
rades to render first-aid to them 
before death through loss of blood 
overtakes them. The work of 
looking after sucb men and their 
possible removal to a place of 
safety, is carried out by the men of 
the C.A.M.C. usually under cover 
of darkness, often at great personal 
risk and only with the greatest 
difficulty. 

More men are required at once 
to carry on this splendid work, and 
men to whom the idea of war 
in any form is repulsive, can do 
their bit by joining the C.A.M.C. 
and helping to save the lives of 
those who have fought and bled so 
that future generations may live in 
peace aud security,
